Twelve Men Declare Repentance 

IX Tai Yuan Fu, the capital city of 
;he Shausi province, Salvation 
Army Meetings are held in three 
different prisons weekly. The work 
anions men and women has been 
very gratifying of late. About throe 
months ago, at one of these Meetings 
with the men. an invitation was given 
by Ensign Walker to those who really 
ku.-w the meaning of repentnuce. In- 
stantly, amid the clinking of the Iron 
chains around their feet, twelve men 
holdlv Htood and held up their hands. 

The chief olTiccr of the prison was 
asked if lie would kindly grant per- 
mission for a privut- Meeting with 
these twelve? men. He consented, and 
each week since helpful talks and 
prayer have been enjoyed by these 
repentant prisoners, in addition to the 
ordinary weekly Meeting. 

For a few weeks th« invita- 
tion was not given to others to ac- 
knowledge their sins, but a message 
was received from a prisoner asking 
for an opportunity to repent, and add- 
ed that there were others who de- 
sired to do the same. At the next 
Meeting live men stood to their feet 
and acknowledged Christ an their 
Saviour, and they Joined their com- 
rades in the "Jail Converts' Meeting," 

The Glii"f officer of the prison, who 
has reeently come to the central 
Corps in the town, was found, with 
others, knnoling at the Penitent-form. 
Now his wife (who has become very 
entlnisinstlc), his Ron and dimglitor 
have all boon to tlio Mercy Scot. 



THERE was great rejoicing among 
the members of the "Isiqepu 
Sarnakaya" (Home League) in 
the Natal N'ort and Ziilulaiul Division 
when they learned that the Divisional 
Commander's wife (Mrs. staff-Captain 
Lars Ii. James) had urrangpil three 
days' special gatherings for their 
benefit. The women came from all 
parts of the Division, some of them 
having lo travel great distances oil 
foot, being on the road for three days 
and three nights on purpose to be 
present at the Meetings. The weather, 
too, was against them, it being very 
cold, windy and dusty. 

Th? specials for this occasion were 
Mrs. Lieut.-Colonel Frederick Clark 
and Mrs. Ensign William Salmons, 
from Johannes burg, who arrived early 
on the Thursday morning. As the 
train steamed into the little station 
a nevcr-to-be-forgotleu sit-In m-t the 
gaze of the visitors. The sun \(is 
shining beautifully, and on the station 
platform there stood a large group of 
native women, willi faces all aglow. 
looking neat and trim in their rvd 
blouses, clapping and singing a sons 
of greeting. As soon as they saw the 
visitors a lusty volley »n liivil. 

The gatherings were of a private 
and public character, the first Hire? 
days being devoted to Hie Home 
League members. M some nf Hie 
Meetings the women were si vim an 
opportunity for voicing their (felines. 
and some striking testimonies were 
given. 

One and all expressed tlteir joy 
that the "lsiuepu Saniakayn" had 
been inaugurated among ilipm. and 
tiieir great theme was die change 
that had come into their lives as 
native women. Whereas once Ikw 
were a people bound ami feltereil anil 
allowed to have no will of their own. 
being treated as possessions of die 
men, now a great light had come 
among them, dispersing the blackness 
of heathenism and making them free 
(o worship God. 

WlrTl we remember that it is kit 
a few years ago that a woman iva* 
murdered, the ltns.li stripped from her 
body, then dried and ground into pow 
der. afterwards being disirilinntl to 
the various kraals lo lie sprinkled on 
th'>ir gardens, which, lliev tlioiudii. 
in their heathenism and superstition. 
was a necessary sacrifice 10 ihe reap- 
ing of gooil crops, we can see ltovr 
great a difference has Ik-mi brougtt 
about by the influence of religion.

"SAVONAROLA" 

Italian Preacher and 
Martyr 

HEKE if a book worth careful 
.-ukIv. It should l>e on every 
bookshelf. Seldom hiis the wri- 
ter read a -short biography with such 
passionate relish as this one. 

The author, Commissioner OJiphant, 
deals with the subject of his pen in a 
scholarly, as well as fascinating, style, 
and when the leader has finished the 
work he retains such a vital picture 
of this heroic Florentine monk as will 
prove of inspiration to daring service 
for the Master in coming days. 

In the study of Savonarola's life it 
must be remembered that lie lived and 
preached in an age of prevalent doc- 
trinal error and natural debauchery. 
Italy, at that time, was a kingdom of 
small republics, whose government 
was <|uite independent of Rome, al- 
though ecclesiastically the Pope or 
"Father of Bishops" wielded tremen- 
dous power. 

In chapter U. the author deals with 
the cause leading up to Savonarola's 
Call to the Ministry. What a sensi- 
tive soul he had as a boy! Disgusted 
by the revelries in the ducal palace, 
and grieved by the voluptuousness anil 
libertinism of the court, the youth 
oft and iinun would prostrate himself 
on the altar steps of the local church 
and then lie silent in deep meditation 
for hours. 

Then follows a terse recounting of 
his tragic love story, and how, when 
forsaken by his "star of hope," he 
turned yearningly to the one love- 
light that penetrated the gloom — God. 
Then, like Cadets of a later day, he 
left the comforts of home and chose 
the humble service in the monastery 
of Si, Dominic, in Bologna. 

In due course the young preacher 
received his first commission. Of 
his initial failure and subsequent 
scries of successes that led to his be- 
coming a Master of State us well as 
the out-standing preacher of his day 
— the book further deals in most mag- 
netic chapters. 

The intense unrestrained passion of 
Savonarola's denunciation upon the 
evil practices of his times was almost 
Jereminhic in power. Disdaining 
verbal elegancy and elaboration he 
would give vent to fiery, irresistible 
prophetic threalenings that captivated 
both common and refined classes. 

His popularity invited jealousy 
from officials of both Slate and 
Church. So inflamed was the envy in 
the heart of a contemporary preacher, 
Fra Mariano, that he stirred up the 
popuUce by violent denunciation of 
Savonarola. 

Said he, "Savonarola is a ile Jew, 
a ribald, and ti thief. Oh Pope! Oh 
Cardinals! how do you tolerate this 
hydro?" ■ 

The author then depicts the excom- 
munication, arrest and unjust trial 
of ouv hero which ensued, As one 
reads, his heart is fanned into n blaze 
o* intense desire to emulate the fidel- 
ity of this Italian martyr.

HOW CAN WE 

"Pray without Ceasing"? 

WHILE we cannot alwavs be 
thinking of God, and always 
speaking of God, we can lie al- 
ways mentully disposed towards Him, 
so that whatever iv e are doing there 
can be a mental leaning or bias to- 
wards His holy will. 

In physical gymnastics there is no 
need for us to be always exercising, 
to be at it every moment of the wak- 
ing day. The body docs not need it- 
Indeed, it would resent it and rebel 
agaitist it. But there is the hcaltliv 
genius of gymnastic exercises. Rcpu- 
lar exercise gives the body ;i certain 
healthy poise, a certain vigor anil ex- 
cellence of carriage, which the body 
retains between the exercise:- when 
we are going about our accustomed 
work. Tnut is to say, conscious exer- 
cise makes unconscious habit. Our 
conscious exercise forces the body in- 
to attitudes which persist when \vc 
are doing sometliing else. We can 
retain the pose of the gyuin.-iMum on 
the street, and we can retain it with- 
out thinking. 

And so.it is with spiritual exercises 
when they are as real as the exer- 
cises in the gymnasium. When a man 
prays, and prays as deliberately awl 
purposely as he practices physical 
exercises; when he drills his sonl as 
he drills his body, he gives his minil 
and soul a certain poise, a certain at- 
titude, a certain stateliness and lofti- 
ness of carriage. He gives his soul ti 
healthy Was towards God, and tlic 
soul retains the bias when he is no 
longer upon his knees. His soul cur- 
ries itself God-ward even when he is 
earning his daily bvciul. God can pet 
at him any time and anywhere. The 
way is open, the communion unbroken.

EIGHTY-FOUR Gain Some Special Victory 

OUR first glimpse of the young folks was at Chatham, where a happy 
crowd al them boarded our train. This was the advance guard of 
nigh on three hundred others who were gathering from Windsor 
and vicinity for the first Young People's Councils ever held in this re- 
cently constituted Division. 

Windsor Citadel was paeked with an audience representative of every 
Corps in the Division, and a dense crowd stood at the rear. Delegates 
from Chatham, Ridgetown. Essex, Leamington, Wallaceburg, Kingsville, 
Walkerville, Sandwich and Windsor were there. A bevy of nurses from 
the local Grace Hospital; Guards in spotless white middies and red 'ker- 
chieves, and visitors from Detroit also were conspicuous. Windsor 1. Y,P. 
Dand and Singing Brigade took their places on the platform, and the form- 
er gave a preliminary item, which was executed with considerable skill 
under the leadership of Bandmaster Rawlings. Wearing blue guernseys, 
with the designation in red letters across the front, they looked and 
proved to be, very capable youngsters. 

It fell to the lot of Major Dristow to introduce our Territorial Leader 
who in his reply said, "I am glad to be here in connection with the llrst 
Young People's Councils that have been held in Windsor. This is only 
the beginning of many such remarkable gatherings that will be held in 
this Division. 1 am anxious that The Salvation Army of to-day shall be 
greater to-morrow." Mrs. Sowton, who was also warmly welcomed, read 
a Scripture portion. 

Each Corps in the Division contributed an item to the program, and 
each rendition, would space permit, might worthily be extolled, for all 
acquitted themselves splendidly. Walkerville Corps won high honor, but 
the little company, from Essex, did no less noDiy although their item was 
less intricate and icngthy. Windsor I. Singing Brigade added an item in 
two-part harmony which displayed a pleasurable richness and resonance 
of tone. The grand finale— a tahlrau by Walkerville Guards— the Gener- 
al's Umbrella, brought to a fitting climax this magnificent program. It 
featured, in graphic and impressive manner the universality of our opera- 
tions around the world. Girls, attired in the garb, and hearing flags, of 
the nationality they symbolized, passed in review before the audience, 
while a snatch of the National Anthem was playrd. A mammoth um- 
brella, depicting the yellow, red, and blue, was erected and heneath it 
sheltered "All nations," while thry sang, "Our Army soon shall have its 
colors waving, nil round the world." 

It was a happy throng which assembled in the Orange Hall for the 
first Session on Sunday morning. The Commissioner, having in mind the 
Tact that his audience consisted of youths on the threshold of lite, ap- 
plied himself specifically to their edification. 

At the conclusion two hundred Council delegates made their way to 
the Windsor Citadel where the members of that benevolent fraternity— 
the Home League, under the direction of Sister Mrs. Dicks— had provided 
a tasty luncheon. 

Interest increased as the day advanced, and the afternoon gathering 
provided pleasing variety. Two papers, each suggesting that no small 
pains had been taken with them, were read. The first was by Corps Cadet 
Saunders of Kinfsv'lle Corps, and had as its subject, "What my studies 
as a Corps Cadet have taught me about the Bible." Corps Cadet Doris 
Stott read the second paper in which she related what her Corps studies 
had taught her about The Army. 

Several Officers were introduced, among them heing Mrs. Major 
Bristow, Lieut-Colonel Adby, and Mrs. Sowton, who each spoke. The 
trend of their remarks was "Opportunity," an applicable suhject for the 
occasion, and it Is doubtless that the young people profited by the wise 
counsel offered by these seasoned veterans. "Dead opportunities have 
no resurrection," it was learned, and Mrs. Sowton related how an incar- 
cerated criminal had sent her a pathetic message, urging her to warn 
young people to "Beware of cigarettes and to shun impurity." 

Upwards of three hundred gathered for the night Session, a truly 
marveious achievement when it is borne in mind (bat this number was 
drawn, with a 'few exceptions, from ten Corps of which the Division is 
composed. Our Leader drew very close to his listeners in his heart-to- 
heart talks, and in so doing demonstrated his knowledge of tbe tempta- 
tions and crosses to which youths arc peculiarly susceptible. With 
adroitness, and yet kindliness, he struck at the root of prevalent causes 
of soul-sickness. As these ' thrusts found their mark, faces registered the 
result and inward resolutions were made. 

Not at once did the penitents begin their pilgrimage to the Mercy 
Seat. There waa a silent period of self-examination among them before 
the first — a lad — knelt and made the surrender. He was quickly followed 
by a lassie, and then from every part of the building they streamed, all 
on one purpose bent, to make peace with God. Some came with tears 
coursing freely down their checks; others came whose eyes were tear- 
less, but who were none the less earnest as was seen by their set, deter- 
mined faces. Some walked deliberately, others agitatedly, others again, 
literally launched themselves at the Seat al Mercy. 

Many a pitiful tale was told, and many a defeat was confessed. One 
lad had lied a week or so previously and had not been happy since. HIb 
peace was restored. Two chums, who had become estranged embraced 
each other Joyfully in the registration room. They responded not only in 
dozens but In scores, and ere the final (chorus was sung the number ot 
seekers amounted to eighty-four. 

Colonel Morehen and Lieut-Colonel Adby aided Commissioner and 
Mrs. Sowton splendidly with their reminiscences of by-gone days and 
their untiring zeal In the final assault, and these were contributory cnuBea 
to the gratifying climax of tbe Meetings. Major and Mrs. Bristow, who 
ulso tolled arduously In preparation for the event, arc worthy of a word, 
although we surmise that the rosults witnessed will be nmple compensa- 
tion for them.

the moans to purchase new aiticies, 
can practically outfit their homes at 
a very small cost. The charge made, 
to people who are able to pay, is bare- 
ly sufficient to pay the employees' 
salaries, fodder for the horses, gaso- 
line for the trucks, provide payment 
for the light, heat, fuel and other 
necessaries. 

The institution is divided into 
several .sections in which the influx 
of salvaged material is deposited and 
sorted. The largest of these sections 
is the Paper Warehouse, occupying 
what was formerly a church; u liifhj 
airy building. Here it is that huge 
quantities of paper of all qualities and 
shades are handled and graded as 
brown, news, mixed, ledger and shav- 
ings, all in readiness for the "baler" 
or press. This omnivorous machine 
consumes, compresses and bales tons 
o! waste paper monthly. In October 
of this year, a little over twenty- 
eijilit tons were haled in this manner 
and sold. This consisted of fourteen 
tons of newsprint; five tons of books 
anil magazines; two tons if ra^s; one 
and three cjuartor tons of craft 
(brown paper); three ipinrters of a 
ton of satinette. The "baler' - at pre- 
sent in use was purchased a few 
months ago. The sale of baled paper 
is, of course, the chief source of 
revenue in the institution.
